WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Sensational
chargen have been made by commissioned
officsrs of ‘the Atlantic fleet that big gun
shells purchased of an Inexperienced mu-
nitlons manufacturer in Ralsigh, N. C., the
home of Secretary of tha Navy Josephus
Danlaln, were of such Inferiar quality that
when fired In battle practics they broke
Into hundreds of pleces and dropped over
the ship's side. Instead of carrving several
miles to the target. The story comes from
not one ship, but several, and it has be-
coma & flest scandal, according to informa-
tion received here today.

Investigation at the Bureau of Ordnance
disclosad tha fact that despite the unsat-
fafactory results obtained, Becretary of the
Navy Danlels gave ths company in his
home city n new ocontract for $40,500 in six
and elght Inch shelln as recontly as last
maonth, Secretary Danlels has admitted
that the Ralelgh Iron Works Company had
nevér manufactured shells unill given &
contract by the United States Government
for 12,000 of them, ranging In sise from
5.6 to eight Inches, The first contract was
awarded ths company by the Navy De-
partment In November, 1014. After that
tima the original purchases were Increased,
#0 that the tolal contracts given to date
amount to $166,000,

Becretary Daniela says ha I8 well ac-
quainted with the officers of the company
He admita'that 1t Is a small concern, but
littte known, and that the making of muni-
tionw Is & naw thing with the company. He
declines to discusa the results obtainsd from
firing the ahells suppiled, but comtends they
were manufactured as the law reguires,
under the supervislon of a commissloned
offlcer of the navy,

Secretary Daniels sald the contract was
awarded the Raleigh Iron Works Company
because it was the lowest bidder,

Commander Charlea B. MoVay, Jr., as-
nlstant chlef of ordnance in the Navy De-
partmant, says that before a munitions con-
tract Is glven to & new bidder & represents~
tive of the department Is sent (6 the plant
of the bidder to satinfy himself that the
provitlons of the contract oan be met.
